for the past year and one-half or two years he has corresponded with 
the Silver Shirt Organisation and the Pelley Publishing Company, 
from which company he has £rom time to time purchased various books 
and pamphlets; that he is hot a member of the Pelley Organization; 
that the Joint Committee of Patriotic Organisation of Chicago have 
no office but receive their mail through Post Office Box 3620 
in the Merchandise Hart Building; thaVin addition MR, YffiRNEKE 
stated that he owned a farm about two miles west of Yfadsworth, Ill#

WERNEKE advised that* on -February 3} 194Q he topk the 
negative part in a debate with wmiA^EII^miAN, a Professor of the 
Northwestern University who took the affirmative side ofjbhe debate 
on "Is, Father Coughlin a Danger ~to America?"; *tnat this debate was 
given .under^the auspices of Hontparhasse, an Organisation that meets 
regularly a£ the .Skyline Athletic Club^ocated ,at_188 West Rudolph 
Street, -Chicago y~ that at this debate about 99 per cent of tte audience 
were of the Jewish nationality and in defending FATHER COUGHLIN, 
Y/ERNEKE stated that he was all but mobbed by the audience; that he 
was "boded" continuously and ifcjyas almost impossible for him to 
assume the -negative part in_the"debate# He "stated from what he could

It is believed that these individuals were called in or subpoenaed 
telephonically, although this has not been verified. 

The Bureau will understand that no effort was made to con- 
tact these witnesses? however, all information was obtained from 
WILLIAM TffiRNEKE when he voluntarily appeared at the Chicago office 
at which time he indicated he was under the impression that the 
F.B.I, had made an investigation and that as a result of this he 
was subpoenaed before the Grand Jury. 

The best information which has been obtained at this time n \ 
indicates that 0. JOHN ROGGE, Assistant Attorney General, stated J J 
that he wanted the testimony of these persons transcribed and for-/ 
warded to Brooklyn. A check at the United States Clerk 1 s office 
reflects no indictment has been returned to date and it appears 
that none was intended, although this cannot be definitely stated 
inasmuch as it is the policy of the United States Attorney at 
Chicago to have the actual indictment signed by MR. YELLIAM J. 
CAMPBELL himself and it is known that he is presently out of the 
city. Therefore,, if a true bill were returned against any or all 
of these persons, this off ice could not verify same until it was 
made a matter of record in the United States District Court or ■ 
until information coulcLbe, obtained informally and unofficially 
from a member of Mr. CAMPBELL'S office.
